2. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17-22 and 24-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4, 6-15 and 17-18 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses 
a MEMS device/method comprising a moveable element formed over a substrate and a 
sensing configuration having a first and a second region formed within the substrate, 
and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 19-22 and 24-27 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a 
microstructure for steering light, the microstructure comprising an electrode disposed to 
provide an electrostatic force; a sensing configuration having a first and a second region 
formed within the substrate, and in the combination as claimed.
